BIRTHS, 

There  were  285  (144  males  and  141  females) 
registered  in  your  district  in  1911 — giving  a birth 
rate  of  41.83  per  1,000  population  per  annum,  being 
an  increase  of  15  over  the  previous  year.  The  esti- 
mated population  on  January  1st,  1911,  was  6,605 — 
Census  6,832 — December  31st,  7,000 — taking  the 
mean  as  6,812  for  the  year.  The  birth  rate  is 
reckoned.  This  rate  is  *16  more  than  in  1910. 

As  to  Months. — Most  were  in  March  (31), 
January  (29),  August  (29),  and  least  in  April  (13). 

xks  to  Sex. — 144  males  and  141  females.  Out  of 
these  16  were  illegitimate— that  is  4 more  than  in 
1910.  Four  of  these  died  within  the  year — two  from 
premature  birth,  one  from  diarrhoea,  and  the  other 
found  dead  in  bed — death  being  due  to  bronchitis, 
unattended  by  any  doctor,  thus  necessitating  an  un- 
necessary inquest.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district 
was  99  (56  males  and  45  females).  Seven  deaths  of 
residents  occurred  in  Hospitals  and  Infirmaries  out- 
side the  district,  making  a total  of  106. 

This  gives  an  Annual  Death  Hate  per  1,000  of 
the  population  of  14.53 — this,  plus  1.03  for  the 
seven  dying  outside  the  district,  but  belonging  to  it 
— gives  the  correct  death  rate,  15.56  for  the  year. 
Eight  deaths  were  certified  by  the  Coroner.

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  is  285 — 106 — 
179.  This  is  an  increase  of  4 over  1910. 

IYFAYTILE  DEATH  PATE. 

During  the  year  42  deaths  in  children  under  1 
year  of  age  occurred — that  is  one  less  than  in  1910. 
This  yields  a Death  Pate  of  147  per  1,000  births, 
and  is  equivalent  to  one  death  in  every  6.16  births, 
this  ag^ain  being  lower  than  in  the  year  previous.

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Of  these  occurring*  under  1 month,  Premature 
Birth  accounted  for  5 ; Convulsions  (probably  due 
to  improper  feeding),  2;  Feeble  Vitality  from  Birth, 
2 ; Atelectas  Pulmonum  , 2 ; Bronchitis,  1 ; Icterus 
Neonatorum,  2 — 14. 

Now,  31  of  the  42  died  by  the  age  of  6 months,  so 
that,  during  the  months  when  the  baby  depends 
upon  the  mother  for  its  food  and  nourishment — in 
many  cases  it  has  to  be  artificially  fed,  this  being 
done  still  in  some  cases  by  the  usual  dirty  long- 
tubed  feeding  bottle — so  often  the  cause  of  death  to 
the  infant  from  chronic  Indigestion — Convulsions  — 
Wasting  and  Diarrhoea.  This  is  an  unnecessary 
waste  of  life,  and  for  the  most  part  preventible.  I 
am  pleased  to  note  that  mothers  who  are  unable  to 
suckle  their  infaints  are  becoming  more  willing  to 
spend  a little  more  time  in  feeding  them  more  regu- 
larly and  from  the  boat-shaped  bottle,  thus  dis- 
pensing with  the  dirty  long  tube. 

I do  not  consider  the  infantile  mortality  par- 
ticularly high  for  a colliery  district — and  had  it  not 
been  for  15  deaths  due  to  diarrhoea,  the  death  rate 
would  be  very  low,  viz.,  94 — but,  this  disease  was 
favoured  by  the  climateric  conditions  during  the 
months  of  August  and  September,  and  thus  to  a 
great  extent  preventible.

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ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Under  the  Infections  Disease  Notification  Act, 
there  were  notified  35  cases  of  Infectious  Disease, 
this  being  8 more  than  1910.  Eight  of  the  Scar- 
let Fever  cases- — two  of  the  Enteric  Fever  and  the 
four  cases  of  Diphtheria — were  removed  to  Ken  dray 
Hospital  as  soon  as  convenient.  Not  one  single 
case  died  in  that  institution.

ERYSIPELAS 


There  were  seven  cases  more  than  in  1910.  No 
deaths  resulted. 


SMALL  PON. 

Again  we  were  quite  free  from  this  terrible 
disease. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  met  with  during 
the  year,  all  of  which  were  removed  at  once  to 
Kendray,  undergoing  immediate  Antitoxin  Treat- 
ment. On  the  evening’  of  Good  Friday  I was  called 
to  a house  in  Snydale  Fane,  about  8.15  p.m.,  to  see 
a girl  who  had  been  ill  since  the  previous  Tuesday. 
She  complained  of  her  throat,  and  on  examination 
of  the  same  I was  very  surprised  to  find  a large 
area  of  diphtheritic  membrane.  She  was  in  bed  with 
a younger  sister,  and  I wasn’t  surprised  to  find  the 
same  state  of  things  in  her  throat.  I injected  each 
with  the  1,000  units  of  Antitoxin  prior  to  their  re- 
moval to  Kendray  at  11.15  that  night.  They  both 
recovered.  The  good  results  of  antitoxin  treat- 
ment are  now  too-  well  known  to  repeat  them  here, 
and  if  the  cases  are  injected  early,  the  majority 
make  good  recovery. 

PFTJRPERAL  FEVER. 

One  case  was  reported  to  me.  Unfortunately 
the  woman  died.  This  necessitated  an  enquiry  from 
the  County  Hall,  and  the  midwife  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  case  was  crossed  off  the  roll,  for 
attending  other  cases  at  very  great  risk  to  life,  after 
being  cautioned  not  to  go  to  any  cases  for  a few 
months.  Very  fortunately  no  other  cases  followed. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  9 cases  met  with  during  the  year, 
this  being  8 less  than  in  1910  and  22  iess  than  in 
1909.  and  63  less  than  in  1908. 

All  were  removed  to  Kendray  Hospital  but  one; 
none  of  them  died.  The  3 cases  in  the  East  Ward 
were  in  one  house. 

The  disease  was  met  with  in  February  (3). 
March  (31.  April  ('ll,  May  (1),  June  (1).  Prompt 
measures  were  adopted  prior  to  removal  and  after- 
wards, and  by  these  actions  many  children  un- 
doubtedly escaped  it,  and  in  my  opinion  it  was  not 
necessary  to  close  the  Schools. 
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All  infected  houses  are  disinfected  methodically 
by  fumigation  with  Formic  Aldehyde,  Izal.  Disin- 
fectant Powder,  and  Soap  plentifully  supplied  to 
the  househol  d ers . 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Exactly  the  same  number  (4)  of  cases  occurred 
as  in  1910.  Two  were  removed  to  Kendray.  No 
origin  of  the  disease  could  be  fathomed.  All 
recovered . 

MEASLES. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April,  quite  an  epidemic 
broke  out  in  the  Pontefract  Road  Council  Schools. 
This  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  Schools  for  a 
period  of  one  month  from  the  24th. 

6 Deaths  occurred — 5 between  one  year  and  5 
years  old,  and  the  other  developed  a malignant  form 
in  a woman.  This  disease  is  very  contagious,  but 
in  itself  is  not  dangerous,  unless  secondary  compli- 
cations, such  as  Acute  Bronchitis.  Acute  Broncho, 
Pneumonia,  and  Diarrhoea  arise,  through  not  tak- 
in«*  sufficient  precaution  during  the  convalescent 
period. 

From  experience,  I am  of  opinion,  that  unless 
more  stringent  measures  are  adopted  in  many 
houses,  closing  the  schools  will  not  check  the 
spread  of  an  epidemic  of  measles.  The  Schools 
were  disinfected  with.  301bs.  of  Sulphur  on  April 
27th,  and  again  in  May  a few  days  before  opening. 

At  the  end  of  this  time  only  an  occasional  case 
was  found,,  and  the  parents  isolated  at  my  sug- 
gestion. 

SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Schools. 

I made  several  inspections  of  all  the  Schools  in 
the  Township  during  the  year.  Many  improve- 
ments to  the  closets  and  urinals  have  taken  place 
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since  my  last  report,  particularly  at  St.  John’s 
School,  where  the  drainage  and  sanitary  arrange- 
ments are  almost  perfect,  water  closets  having  re- 
placed the  old  earth  ones. 

Disinfection. 

Every  house  was  disinfected  where  infectious 
diseases  (Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  and 
Diphtheria)  came  under  observation  with  Formic 
Aldehyde;  also  the  houses  in  which  consumptive 
persons  had  died  were  similarly  treated. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

There  was  very  little  overcrowding,  the  cases 
being  dealt  with  promptly  when  suspicion  arose. 
There  were  a few  houses  in  every  ward  empty  all 
during  the  year.  This  fact  alone  doesn’t  suggest 
much  overcrowding  in  the  district.  The  houses  are 
not  crammed  together  like  they  are  in  some  mining 
villages,  and  generally  speaking1 * *  there  is  plenty  of 
open  space  about  the  houses. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  kept  clean,  but 
some  of  the  backyards  would  be  greatly  improved 
if  paved.  I venture  to  say  that  the  condition  of  the 
houses  of  the  working  classes  will  compare  favour- 
ably with  those  of  other  mining  districts.  Inspec- 
tions have  been  made  under  the  recent  4 Housing 
Act,’  and  two  houses  have  been  dealt  with. 

Defuse  Disposal. 

The  scavenging'  is  still  carried  out  by  con- 
tractors, entirely  under  the  supervision  of  your  Sani- 
tary Inspector,  and  from  enquiries  when  going 
through  the  district,  I am  pleased  to  state  that  very 
few  complaints  were  made. 

I again  suggest,  as  I did  some  years  ago,  that  I 

should  very  much  like  to  see  “contracting”  a thing 

of  the  past,  for  I am  quite  certain  if  the  Council 

would  only  employ  its  own  staff  and  horses,  com- 
plains would  be  less  frequent.

The  up-to-date  system  of  W.C.’s  is  still  finding 
favour  with  the  builders,  but  at  the  same  time  I 
should  like  the  people  to  be  a little  better  educated 
as  to  their  proper  use.  The  ashpits  belonging  to 
houses  in  which  Enteric  Eever  occurred  were  well 
disinfected,  and,  their  contents  cleared  away  at  once. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  extension  to  the  temporary  Sewerage 
Works  was  completed  in  the  early  summer,  and 

since  then  has  become  more  efficient. 

Nuisances. 

During  the  year  70  nuisances  were  detected 
and  remedied.

There  are  about  18  Workshops,  consisting  of 
Bakehouses,  Dressmakers,  Millinery,  Boot  Repair- 
ing, Joiners,  Plumbers,  Blacksmiths,  Cycle  Repair- 
ing and  Felmongering. 

No  sanitary  defects  have  been  recorded. 
Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  six  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district. 
Four  of  these  only  are  in  regular  use.  These  were 
inspected  four  times  during  the  year,  and,  all  found 
in  sanitary  order.  None  are  licensed  or  registered 
yet.  There  are  no  by-laws  in  force  in  the  district 
to  govern  the  same. 
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Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

There  are  26  cowslieds  in  tlie  district.  These 
were  inspected  four  times  during*  the  year  and  found 
in  a much  more  satisfactory  state  than  in  previous 
years — structural  improvements  having*  taken  place 
in  several.  Some  of  the  foldyards,  if  kept  a little 
tidier,  would  be  better  for  the  cattle  and  the  com- 
munity at  large. 

Water  Supply 

The  Township  is  still  supplied  with  good  water 
from  Midhope  and  Ingbirchworth  through  the 
Barnsley  Waterworks. 

It  was  plentiful  throughout  the  year,  and  on 
going  through  the  consumption  for  the  year,  it  only 
works  out  at  12.4  gallons  per  head  per  day.  This  is 
small  in  quantity,  as  the  usual  allowance  per  head 
per  day  is  25  gallons. 

It  has  never  (so  far  as  I am  aware)  been  proved 
to  be  the  cause  of  any  disease  in  the  districts  sup- 
plied. 


Milk  Supply. 

The  majority  of  the  animals  are  healthy  and 
well  kept,  and  are  much  better  groomed  than  in  the 
past. 

Ho  milk  has  been  traced  to  be  the  cause  of  any 
infectious  disease  in  the  district. 

On  October  25th  I was  informed  by  your  Sani- 
tary Inspector  of  a suspicious  tubercular  cow  at  the 
Bleach  Croft  Farm.  I advised  Mr.  Lynam  to  see 
your  Chairman,  and  get  his  instructions  to  call  in  a 
veterinary  surgeon.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  Mr. 
Hodgman,  of  Barnsley,  saw  the  animal.  Samples 
of  milk  were  taken  and  sent  for  examiantion — the 
result  being  positive,  of  this  the  owner  was  in- 
formed— but  being  almost  dry,  no  milk  from  her 
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was  consumed.  She  was  eventually  sold  at  his  sale 
to  a butcher  outside  the  district,  your  Sanitary  In- 
spector informing  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  that 
district  of  the  fact. 


RAINFALL. 

This  amounted  to  20.32  inches  for  the  year — 
that  is  4.68  less  than  in  1910 — and  rain  fell  on  116 
days  during  the  year. 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  was  51.36. 

In  conclusion,  I venture  to  say  there  is  an  im- 
provement in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  your  dis- 
trict, and  I again  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  the 
courtesy  and  co-operation  I have  always  received 
when  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  Township 
were  under  consideration. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  is  very  satis- 
factory, and  I am  glad  to  say  he  always  carries  out 
my  instructions  willingly  and  promptly.
